STOCKS  OF  LEAF  TOBACCO  OWNED  BY  DEALERS  AND  MANUFACTURERS  JL/  2/ 
Total  stocks  of  leaf  tobacco  lower  than  a  year  ago 

Leaf  tobacco  stocks  in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico  totaled 
5,179  million  pounds  as  of  January  1,  1969,  based  on  the  quarterly 
reports  of  dealers  and  manufacturers.   This  is  a  decline  of  307  million 
pounds  compared  with  the  previous  January  1  (5,486  million) . 

Marketing  by  growers  of  the  1968  crop  prior  to  January  1,  1969 
totaled  approximately  1,491  million  pounds,  or  86  percent  of  the  pro- 
duction. About  1,730  million  pounds  were  sold  in  the  corresponding 
period  last  year. 

Stocks  as  of  January  1  included  about  1,244  million  pounds  of  leaf 
tobacco  under  Government  loans,  a  decline  of  67  million  pounds  from  a 
year  ago.   Only  burley  showed  any  increase  in  inventories.  Loan  stocks 
as  of  January  1,  1969  were  divided  as  follows:   Flue- cured,  862.2  million 
pounds;  burley,  332.6  million;  Maryland,  7.0  million;  fire-cured,  22.7 
million;  dark  air- cured,  16.1  million;  and  cigar  leaf,  3.1  million  pounds,

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CIGARETTE- LEAF  STOCKS 

Foreign  cigarette  leaf  higher: 
domestic  types  decline 

Stocks  of  flue- cured  tobacco  totaled  2,612  million  pounds  on 
January  1,  1969  --  a  drop  of  232  million  from  last  January  1  (2,844  million) . 
Marketing  of  the  1968  crop  was  completed  by  January  1.   Final  producers 
sales  are  estimated  at  1,000  million  pounds,  about  250  million  below  last 
year . 

Burley  holdings  this  January  1  were  1,607  million  pounds  --  59 
million  below  the  stocks  of  a  year  ago  (1,666  million).   Producers 
sales  on  the  auction  markets  prior  to  January  1  this  year  totaled  about 
440  million  pounds,  or  80  percent  of  the  crop.   About  82  percent  of  the 

1967  crop  was  marketed  through  the  corresponding  period  last  year. 
Maryland  stocks  as  of  January  1,  1969  were  81.5  million  pounds  -- 

4.8  million  less  than  inventories  reported  a  year  earlier  (86.3  million) . 

Stocks  of  Foreign- grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  were  416.5 

million  pounds.   This  was  a  gain  of  13.2  million  and  a  new  high  for  the 

January  1  reporting  date. 

DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Both  fire  and  dark- air  show  declines 

Fire- cured  tobacco  stocks,  reported  at  84.0  million  pounds  on  January  1, 
1969,  were  11  million  pounds  below  those  of  a  year  ago  (95.0  million). 
All  three  types  had  smaller  inventories.   Virginia  fire- cured  holdings 
were  13.3  million  pounds;  Eastern  District  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  fire- 
cured,  56.9  million;  and  Western  District,  13.7  million.   Sales  of  the 

1968  crop  of  Type  21  prior  to  January  1  were  about  3.6  million  pounds. 
Markets  in  Types  22  and  23  did  not  open  until  after  January  1. 

Holdings  of  dark  air- cured  tobacco  totaled  64.6  million  pounds  on 
January  1,  1969,  1.3  million  less  than  last  year.   Green  River  stocks  ac- 
counted for  the  entire  decline  as  the  other  types  were  virtually  unchanged. 

One-Sucker  stocks  this  January  1  were  38.4  million  pounds;  Green 
River,  21.8  million;  and  Virginia  sun-cured  leaf,  4.3  million.   Auction 
sales  of  dark  air- cured  leaf  prior  to  January  1  were  about  8.6  million  pounds 
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CIGAR  LEAF  STOCKS 

Domestic  leaf  lower,  imported  higher 

Holdings  of  all  domestic  types  of  cigar  leaf  tobacco  were  reported 
as  218.9  million  pounds  on  January  1,  1969  (244.4  million  a  year  earlier) . 
Stocks  of  foreign- grown  cigar  leaf  totaled  90.9  million  pounds  --  up 
13.0  million  from  last  year  (77.9  million). 

Cigar  filler  type  stocks  totaling  137.5  million  pounds  were  14.1 
million  smaller  than  those  of  a  year  ago  (151.6  million).   Pennsylvania 
Seedleaf  stocks  this  January  1  were  96.6  million  pounds;  Ohio  filler, 
11.4  million;  and  Puerto  Rican,  29.5  million. 

Stocks  of  Cigar  binder  types  were  53.1  million  pounds  on  January  1, 
1969  (61.3  million  the  previous  year) .   Southern  Wisconsin  showed  a 
small  increase  but  all  other  types  were  lower.   Stocks  of  Connecticut 
Valley  Broadleaf  on  January  1  totaled  7.0  million  pounds;  Connecticut 
Valley  Havana  Seed,  2.7  million;  Southern  Wisconsin,  18.7  million;  and 
Northern  Wisconsin,  24.6  million  pounds. 

Shade  -  grown  cigar  wrapper  stocks  this  January  1  were  28.3  million 
pounds  --  down  3.2  million  from  the  previous  year.  Stocks  of  Connecticut 
Valley  Shade  on  January  1,  1969  totaled  17.1  million  pounds;  and  Georgia- 
Florida  Shade,  11.1  million. 

Stocks  of  Cuban  (Havana)  leaf  were  reported  at  2.0  million  pounds  -- 
down  1.2  million  from  a  year  ago.   Holdings  of  Philippine  Islands 
(Manila)  at  40.0  million  pounds  were  11.8  million  above  the  previous 
January  1.   Stocks  of  Indonesian  leaf  were  3.6  million  (down  1.0  million); 
Brazilian.  9.2  million  (up  0.8  million);  Colombian.  9.6  million  (up 
0.3  million) ;  Dominican  Republic.  11.3  million  (up  1.8  million) ;  Paraguay. 
4.0  million  (up  1.2  million);  and  other  foreign- grown,  11.3  million 
(down  0.6  million) . 

STOCKS  OF  TOBACCO  SHEET  (see  table  4) 

Stocks  of  leaf  tobacco  represented  in  inventories  of  "Tobacco  Sheet" 
totaled  23.2  million  pounds  (reported  weight),  compared  with  22.1  million 
on  the  previous  January  1.  Of  the  total,  21.1  million  pounds  were  for 
use  in  cigarettes  and  smoking  tobacco,  and  2.1  million  for  cigar  binder 
and  wrapper.
